Fort Worth, Tex., June 27.—Twenty- 


eight Texas counties, the very heart 
of the cattle country, are preparing to 
go back to the prairie acchooner, the 
ox cart, the long, long trail. 


It all is due to the Imminent shut- 


down of the Kansas City, Mexico and 
Orient railroad, the construction of 
which was the dream of a coterie of 
American and British capitalists some 
years ago and which now is on the 
rocks of financial disaster. 
These

Red River on the north to the Rio 
Grande on the south, for a decade 
have depended on the Orient for food, 
raiment and transportation.

Work was 
begun at Wichita, \Kan , and the road 
extended to San Angelo, Tex., bi- 
secting the broad-acred ranches all 
right but neither beginning'not end- 


ing where that compensating traffic 
coil Id be secured.

late William Rockefeller from 100 to 
250 millions. It occurs to one that 
he got by almost unscathed, consid- 
ering the size of his private fortune. 
His brother, John D., must 
have 


been puzzled often in trying to un- 
derstand how William managed it 


But William did manage it some- 


how. 
He was one of the very rich 


men of the country, member of a 
family that in the estimation of the 
agitators did not wear 
Its 
wealth 


handsomely and easily, and yet he 
got 
through 
practically 
without 


criticism. 


And it was not our pleasure dur- 


ing the years to read items that told 
ot large donations to good causes 
from William Rockefeller. If he did 
anything along that line he kept the 
news from the 
public. He 
didn't 


care to have anything said one way 
or another, the thing he played for 
was to keep out of the spotlight. 


And he must^have played skillful- 


ly, in fact with great cunning, some 
will say with genius. 
Considering 


his immediate surroundings and near 
relatives, 
certainly 
he 
was 
a 


wonder in managing a difficult situ- 
ation. 
One is tempted to put him 


down as the smart member of the 
whole family.

POOR 
PUBLICITY. 


We learn from Chairman Lasker 


of the shipping board that the gov- 
tynmant's fleet of merchant ships Is 
now co-ting the people of this coun- 
try $50,000,000 a year, that much 
dead loss. 


The real figure Is 
much 
worse 


than this. Chairman Lasker points 
out that this fifty millions does not 
include depreciation, insurance, and 
Interest. 
So it seems we are in a 


bad way in the matter of merchant 
ahips, for Mr. Lasker tells us they 
can't be sold to private operators. 


It was hoped, so Mr. Lasker says, 


that the government could go ahead 
and establish trade routes, even at 
a serious loss, and that then others 
would take over the ships at a fair 
price and continue the 
established 


routes. 


As might be expected, this thing 


doesn't work. The private ship man 
Bees those routes are operated at a 
tremendous loss, so he doesn't yearn 
to bite off anything of that kind. It 
will occur to some that this might 
have been seen in advance. 


Mr. Lasker's solution Is to give a 


ship subsidy and in this way induce 
private owners to take 
over 
the 


ships. But these private people will 
not wish to have anything to do 
with the ships unless the subsidy is 
bigger than the loss sustained by the 
government in their operation. 


It is said the private owner can 


operate ships at less expense than 
can the government. 
Yes, provided 


the government would keep its hands 
off and let the owners do all the op- 
erating. But no one expects 
the 


government will do this, for It has 
been too long a time since the gov- 
ernment had that healthy attitude 
ot mind. 


TOO MUCH FOR OTHERS. 


Don't do yourself an injustice by 


taking on the notion that you must 
be dull in the head because you are 
unable to have anything like a clear 
understanding of the 
situation 
in 


Germany, where just now they are 
trying^assassination for the good of 
the cause, as they imagine they see 
it. 


As a matter of fact there are few 


in the world who have anything like 
a clear understanding of that whole 
German situation. And if you hap- 
pen onto two men who claim to un- 
derstand it, just ask a few question? 
and discover that they don't agree 
at all. It may be that in a hundred 
years from 
now 
historians 
will 


claim to understand, but by then It 
will be too late to call any witnesses 
to support them. 


SEVEN POOR FISHERMEN. 


Seven fishermen were fined $36.90 


each for practicing their art too 
near the city's dam. 
They didn't 


have with them the wherewithal to 
satisfy demands of the court, so It 
had to be written that they went over 
to the jail house to spend a while 
with Sheriff Peniwell. 


There is something unexpected in 


this story. 
All our lives we have 


gazed on fishermen, and usually they 
looked as if they didn't have much 
money on or about them. 
But in 


every instance in which an emerg- 
ency developed It was noted that the 
fisherman was always able to come 
down with the needed coin. Out ot 
this grew a feeling, almost an article 
of faith, that the fisherman is sure 
to have money, no matter what ap- 
pearances Indicate. 


It is possible that Justice Noble 


had this thing in mind when he as- 
sessed each of the offenders $36.90. 
We can't bring ourselves to believe 
that he would purposely assign sev- 
en fishermen to jail. 
Of course he 


felt they h,ad the money with them 
and would pay cash on the spot. 


Next time Justice Noble will have 


to be more cautious when a case of 
this kind comes up.

RESTFUL SLEEP, 
BY DB. B. H. BISHOP. 


The days are coming—or rather 


the nights—when many a heat suf- 
ferer will 
find 
himself unable to 


sleep. 


"It's too hot to sleep," he'll say, 


and believe It, too. 


Now sleeping In warm weather is 


more or less a matter of keeping the 
mind cool. By that Is meant that no 
matter how exhausting the day ha» 
been, nor how hot the night, on« 
should try tp banish worry when on» 
climbs into bed. Lie back on the 
pillow with mind 
and muscles re- 


laxed; soon sleep will steal over you. 


Oddly enough a person who has 


worked himself Into a state of men- 
tal hysteria because of the heat can 
woo sleep successfully by means of 
a warm bath—not a cold one. A pro- 
longed warm 
bath relaxes tense 


muscles, and although reddening tha 
sldn has the beneficial effect of with- 
drawing the blood from the centers 
within. It generally is followed by a 
comfortable feeling of drowsiness— 
then sound, healthy sleep. 
»• 


For those tired mentally, as well 


as physically, a hot foot bath Just 
before getting Into bed serves to put 
one in a sleepy frame of mind. 


The "evaporation process" enables 


many to drop off to sleep despite 
hot nights. This Is a prolonged luke- 
Trarm bath. Then instead of drying 
oneself 
with a towel 
stretch out, 


still damp, 6n the bed and let the 
normal current of air circulating In 
the bedroom dry one by evaporation. 


If these methods fall to make one 


sleep there is something radically 
wrong with the individual himself. 
Generally it can be traced to over- 
eating or to tha eating of the wrong 
food for hot weather.
